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The Taxation of National Bonds.
Ix our late edition of yesterday we published
the report of the Committes of Ways and
Meana, made to the House of Repressntatives
in aocordance with positive instrootions, which
provides for the reteution by the Beoretary of
the Treasury of ten per cent. of the interest
pow paid on Government bonds. When the
oommittes made its report it direotly stated
the members of it “‘are oppoged to the propo
gition embraced in this resolation, and report
the bill only in obedience to the positive order
of the Homse. They reserve to themselves
their rights as members of the House to op-
pose in every possible way the adoption of a
moasure which they regard as hostila to the
publio interest and injurious to the natiousl
oharacter.”” It is hardly necessary for ua to
pay that we heartily commend the raport of
the committes, and hope that the hasty action
of the House does not intimate a determina-
flon to be guilty of the greatest wrong which
it could possibly inilict upon the conntry. Such
an aotion would be more than a political crime;
it would be a political blunder. In whatever
light we view the measure, whether as sound
polioy or sound morality, it appears aliks op-
posed to the doctrine of common sense and
justica, The following is the text of the bill;—

“Ba It epacted, ate, That Irom and after the
sasange of this mol, toers shall be lavied, col-
eolod, and pald u tux of ten per epnfum on the

amount of Interest hereaflter due and pavable
on the bonds and other svoarities of Ltho United
Biates. To secure the gollection of sald LAx the
amownt of ilnterest herealter pold on sany bonds
or other securities of the Unlted States, bearing
interest at slx per cent , shall be at the rate of
only five and & hall per centnm; and bearing
Interest at Lhe rite o five per centum shall be
at the rate of only fonr aod five-tenths per
ocentk, and if bearing Inl rest at tnoe riteof thires
per cent, #hall be at the rateol only two and
seven-tenths per ceol, per annum, No highaer
rale of interest than Is pre-oribed shall be patd
on any bond or other seeurlly of the United
Btates now ontstasding or authorlz=d to be
issued, all conditions of any such bondd or sa-
ourity, and laws or parls of laws, Lo Lhe contrary
notwithstanding.”

Viewed firat in the light of morality, as that
is the great guiding star of national aotion, we
oannot but deplore tha adoption of such a law
83 a calamity of mo menn magnituda,
nation, in her darkest days of internal strife,
oalled on her children to supply her with the
money with which to defend her lifae, How
readily they responded, history will decids.
On receiving their private funds, she engagad
to repay them on certain terms. She agreed
to exempt the principal advancaed her, from
taxation, to pay the debt in gold, and to hold
it imviolately free from all forms of national
taxation. This is her contract. No evasion
can disgulse it, no verbal niceties avoid it,
In honor she is bound not to tax, inany shaps,
Ler bonds, but to pay on them annual interest
of G per cent, in gold. Bhe iz pledged s0
to do.

Now when, by the aid given her by her
oitizens, she has successfally overcoms her
enemies, and stands once more sract, what do
her atatesmen propose to do? Not to pay the
6 per cent. as agreed upon, but to pay G per
oent. minus 10 per cent. of that sum, or, iu
reality, to let the national debt bear buat 5 5-10
per cent, interest. A man has a 100 United
States 0-20 bond, and on it is yearly entitled
to 0 in gold as interest. The Government
doea not pay him $0; 1t keeps Mty cents and
pays him #5650, This may be called finan-
ciering. To onr minds, however, it zeems
like a theft of fifty cents. It is repudiation,
and whether such an act be done by & private
peraon or a great nation, it is alike dishonast
and morally wrong.

Looking at it again in the light of said
policy, we cannot but see that snoh a conrse
is & mistake, The future is hid in impsne-
trable mist. Asa nation we caunot tell what
iz in store for ns. It is not only poasible, bat
it is probable that we will want to borrow
money again. lardly apy nation ean go
through fifty years of life without needing a
loan of money. If we repudiate, either totally
or partially, and sully our honor and maks
doubtfal our faith, where will we get money
if wo want it again ! On what terms will it
have to be negotiated, if it can bs nagotiated
at allt The legeon of Mississippi i3 to plain
not to be heeded. Bhe repudiated, and if
ever a Stals was punished for & wrong deed
she was. BShe could get no money on any
terms, and her very name became a by-word
of reproach throughout all the world. Viewed
then in the light of policy alone, the proposed
weasure should receive an overwhelming
defeat.

But it {8 also unjust to the bondholders.
There is a popular misconception in nagar(l to
the taxation of the interest of the [Inited
Hiates seonrities., It is generally thought
that the interest received from Government
bonds is not taxed. A man says, “I have sn
Income of §2000 from mortgages, and I must
pay a tax of §100 to the United Siatas, Yet,
wy nephew, who has 2000 a year in bonds,
pays nothing.” We have heard this ssid
sagain and again; yet it is stupidly falze, A
man who has #2000 a year in bonds pays jost
the aame a3 & man who has $2000 a year in
snything else. Al incomes from whatever source
are ta l'rdﬁm' per cents and that includes all inte-

Gemeral Lafayette O DBalker,
Brigadier-General Lamyette U, Baker, ex-chlef
of the Natiooal Deteciive Police, died
nt an early bhour this mworning, at his
residence In Luis  elly, No. 1738 Coates
street, In the forty-eecond year of his age. Tne
deceased was g gruodson of Colonel Remember
Baker, of Vermonlt, whose name fIgures s0 pros
minently in the Revolatiouary anoals of thal
Stale. General Bake:t's father, bearing the same
name a8 his grandiather, removed from Ver-
mout'ln 1515, apd became @ resident of Btailord,
New York, where Lafayette was born on the
15th ol October, Is2i6, Toree years aftar Lhe
family removed to the adjoinlug town of Elba,
where they resided until Lafayetle nttained his
thirteenth year., The family then removed to
Michigan, lceatiog on the site of Lanslng, now
the capital of the Binte, but at that time o
dreasry wilderness, In 1318 Lafayette left Michl
gin, and alter residing in New York clty for
Lwo yeals, came Lo Lhis clty, where he was en-
gaged In busloess pursulls for aboul Lhree years,
In 1500 he started for Califernia, where Le
bhegan u life of adveniure which has baen sel-
dom equalled, While crossing the Isthinnus of
Darien bhe became involved loa dispute with
someof the natives, who were endeavoring Lo
impose on an Irish emigrant. Mr, Baker
espoused the latter's cause, and did not rid
himself of the matter untll he had shot twoo
the natives dead)in gelf-defenss,and remalned i
concealment several weales, while thelr frien
were secking hia life lo revengoe, Afler his ar
rival In San Franclsco he engaged in buslness
